A Ioint Letter fromthe Lord Prefident and the Earle of 
Thomond to the Lords of the Councell, 


| FT may pleaſe your Lordſhips : Although [ the Preſident haue by 
| Levy Letters advertiſed the Lord Deputie, the manner in what ſort 
| the Earleof Ormond was taken, which I thinkeis by his Lord- 
| ſhip ſent unto you, yer, weethinke it our dueties to make relation 
| thereof 4 4s Lordſhips; and to make knowen unto your Ho- 
| nours, how accidentally we were witneſſes of his misfortune. On 
' Munday the ſeventh of April, wee departed from Dublin, and upon 
| Wednesday at night wee came to Azkenny , where wee found the 
| Earle of Ormond : In our company we had one hundred Horſe, dil- 
 perſed in the Countrey ten or twelue miles diſtant from us, by the 
' Earles Officers: as ſoone as we came unto him, he acquainted us,that 
| he had appointed the next day to parlie vvith Owny Mac Rory, vvee 
| told his Lordſhip,that vve vvould attend him : And Ithe Preſident, 
| deſired his Lordſhip , that my one hundred Horſe might beſent for 
| to goe vvithus, for. his Lordſhips better guard, vyhich he refuſed, 
| thanking me for my offer, ſaying that he had no need of them : The 
| nextday being the tenth of chis preſent, after Dinner his Lordſhip 
not having in his company aboue the number of ſeventeene Horſe- 
men (of his followers) armed , and not little aboue the like num- 
ber of all forts , whereof wee were part , and the reſt Lavv- 
yers, Merchants, and others upon Hacknies , with no other 
Weapons then our Swordes , roade out to the place of mee- 
ting , eight long Miles from Kilkenny , called Corronneduffe, 
upon 'the Borders of Ydough ; Leaving his Lordſhips owne 


aſcigned ) aboue rwo Engliſh Miles ; The place vyhere vvee 
met with the rebells,vvas upon a Heath ground, deſcending towards 
a narrow ſtraight , having on either ſide of us a lowe ſhrubbie bog- 
gie wood, within three pikes lengrh (at the fartheſt) from the place 
where wee parlyed, and the like diſtance from the ſtraight aforeſaid, 
the choyce whereof wee much milliked.

In the beginning of this Moneth William fits Gerald, the Knight of | 
Kerry, came to the Preſident with a Letter in his favour from Sir hebe- ow 
Charles Wilmot, dated the thirtieth of October, wherein he witneſſed dnrver 
for him , that (ever ſince he was received under proteCtion) hee had | 
demecaned himlelfe,not onely like a good SubjeR, in doing no harme, | 
but that he had —— (ro his uttermoſt) to annoy the Enemy, ' 
and had lately intoken of his obedience, delivered unto Sir ()ar/es | 
his Caſtle at the Dingle : This teſtimony wrought ſo much with | 
the Preſident , as hee vſed him very kindly, and returned him home 
with great contentment.

The Preſident by his Letters dated the fifteenth ſignified unto the 
Lords of the Councell, that now the Province wasſo much over- 
awed by her Majcſties Forces, that unlefſe Northern Rebels came to 
infeſt it, or that the Spaniards did invade it, he was well able to con- 
cainethe Provincials in obedience; and although hue hundred of his | 
Liſt was already caſhier'd, he would at any timelendthe Lo.Depurie |

The Province of Mounſter ſtanding now in theſe good tearmes 


of Obedience and Conformitic ( as you. haue heard) the Preſident 


thought good for the diminution of Her Majeſties charge to ſpare 
ſome part of thoſe Forces , which at firſt wereallotted unto him for 
this ſervice ; and therefore beſides thoſe fiue hundred which were of 
late caſhiered by direction from the Lord Deputie; he was conten- 
ted to ſpare one thouſand more to bee diſpoled for the warres of 
Linſter , or other places neerc acjoyning , conditionally that they

Wee had Newes of the ſhipping that came after Captaine Butron 
from Waterford, thatthey were put into the Harbour at Corke,who 
preſently had direction to worke abour to another Creake, called 
Oyſter Haven, lying berwene Corke and Kinſale, from whence they 
might more commodioully unlade their Artillery and proviſions, for 
the ſpeedy uſe of the Army. \ 

Wee reſolved to riſe and lye before the Towne , but the ſhipping 
being not yet come about with the Artillery, and other neceſlaries, 
that day was ſpent in — into England , and making all 
things fit to remooue. "This night Capraine ©Bl1yniz. , and Cap- 
taine Flower were ſent out with hue hundred Foote upon Diſco- 


| verie that the Spanyards were drawyne out of the Towne, and (o

The Army was ready to riſe , but the weather falling out very 
fowle, direction was given to diſlodge: foure narurall Spaniards 
came this day from the Enemy , chooling rather to put themlelues 
upon the mercy of the State , then to liue under thetyrannie of their 
owne Commanders , who the next day were ſent to Corke. This 
night Sir Tohn Barkley went out with ſome three hundred Foote; ha- 
ving with him Captaine Flower, Captaine Morris, and Captaine Boſ- 
rock, out of theſe were choſen ſixtie Pikes and Targers, to be the bet- 
ter undiſcovered , who fell into their trenches , beate them to the 
Towne, and fell into the Gate with thewn, they killed and hurt aboue 
rwentie of the Spaniards , berweene the Inner and the ovvter Gate, 
and returned haying bur three hurr.

' he ſurrendred Kinſale, did infinitely grieue and offend 
the Iriſh, and eſpecially choſe who had voluntarily delivered into his 
hands their Caſtles bit eſpecially Donnell Oſuleyan,who conſidering, 
that if his Caſtle of Donboy ſhould bee in the poſſeſſion of the Eng- 
liſh, hee was liketo be baniſhed his Countrey, not having any hope

Pedro Zubiaur. 


Y honorable good friend, your kind letters I haue of late recei- 
Mrs for your carefull furtherance,l cannot but reſt beholden 
and thankfull as before : Our ſtate ſirhence your departing,norwirh- 
ſtanding many croſſes was reaſonable well ; partly becaule of the 
weakneſſe ofthe Engliſh forces,uocill a brute came untous credibly, 
that Don Inan de Aguila did not onely agree and compound to yeeld 
the Towne of Kinlale, but alſothe other Caſtles and Havens, delive- 
red voluntarily by the owners unto you, and the Veador tothe King 
his uſe, during che occaſion of ſervice : which norwichſtanding (be- 
ing deliveredto the Enemies hands) would mightily diſcourage and 
weaken all the Kings friends in lreland; namely my ſelfe , who by 
keeping m —_ belonging ro my Caſtle,and Haven of Beere- 
haven, -.- le (God bee thanked) and ready at all times to find out 
for his Majeſties ſervice , upon warning and necelſsitic one thouſand 
men, beſides the ward of my owne Caſtle, where looſing the ſame 
ſo unexpected , and ſurrendered to the hands of moſt herericall cne- 
mies , Iam not onely diſappoynted of all power, bur alſo driven co 
run tothe Mountaines , there co liue like Woolfes , for the ſaferic of 
my life, and to leaue to their mercileſle diſcretion all the poore men, 
women, and children within the length of twenty Leagues contay-

The twelfth , the Lord Preſident received Letters from the Lord

The fixteenth the Earle of Thomond , well attended, dreyy forth 
his Regiment, and went to the aſsigned place : but Tirrel failing to 
be there, excuſed by his former Meſſengers his not comming, by the 
approach of the evening, praying his Lordſhips patience, promiſing 
there to attend his Lordſhip the next morning. 

The ſeventeenth, the Earlethe ſecond time (according topromikſe) 
drew dowwne to the appoynted place , where Tirrel! onely made a 
ſhew of his whole force on the other fide the River, in the view of 
our Army , but nevercame tothe place where the Earle was, whoſe 
treacherous intent the Earle perceiving , and ſcorning to expect any 
other iſſue returned to the Campe : Tirrell as afterwards wee under- 
ſtood would faine haue gone to the Earle, butthe lefuir Archer, Firs 
Morru, and Donnell Oſuleran would not permit him.

| King James,which gaue him new life, whom belcech God long to
